In a precedent-setting action, 
he directed that the secret 
loyalty board testimony of an 
unidentified informant be turned 
over by Monday to defense at- 
torneys in a perjury case against 
a former State Department em- 
ploye, Val R. Lorwin, 47 years 
old, now a University of Chicago 
professor. 

Lorwin is charged with falsely 
testifying before the loyalty 
review board in 1950 concern- 
ing Communist party member- 
ship. Judge Curran ruled that 
the secret informant’s testimony 
about Lorwin before the loyalty 
board did not involve national 
security. 

He held also that the State 
Department waived any privi- 
lege to withhold the information 
when it released a transcript of 
Larwin’s own testimony before 
the loyalty board.

After Geneva? 


While the Indochina truce talks go on behind 


closed doors in Geneva, France is reported to 
have asked the United States flatly what our 
policy will be in the event that no agreement can 
be reached at Geneva. Will the United States 
then intervene directly to help France and the 
Viet Namese resist the Communists? 

Secretary of State Dulles, discussing that 
question with members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, is reported to have indi- 
cated that intervention was unlikely unless 
France granted full independence to Indochina 
and unless “the United Nations could be brought 
into the picture to clarify the moral issues.” 


If Mr. Dulles has been correctly reparted, he 
has apparently added one more condition to 
American military intervention. Previously he 
had said that none would be undertaken without 
the support of Congress, and except in the form 
of “united action” with other nations. If he is 
now suggesting that any such “united action” by 
a Southeast Asia coalition would have to be 
sanctioned by the United Nations, so much the 


' better. 


It was the United Nations’ backing of the 
Korean action which gave that att of interven- 
tion its strong moral position before the world, 
and without similar collective approval any 
American intervention in Indechina would stand 
on weaker ground. 

™ o . 


If the Indochina dispute ultimately comes be- 
fore the U.N., it is well to recognize in advance 
that more will be involved than merely asking 
the U.N. to approve an American policy on Indo- 
china. If there is to be a strong U.N. stand, 
American policy will have to recognize British 
policy and the policy of many other members— 
above all, that of India and other spokesmen for 
the great body of independent Asian opinion 
which is committed neither to Communism nor 
to the West. 

The so-called Colombo powers—Burma, Cey- 
lon, Indonesia, Pakistan and India—are standing 
conspicuously aloof from Secretary Dulles’s pro- 
posed Southeast Asia defense pact, and they are 
taking no direct part in the Geneva conference. 
Yet these five nations account for a population 


of 536,000,000 Asians, whereas Indochina, Thai-’ 


land, the Philippines, Malaya, Australia and New 
Zealand. represent a population of around 
75,000,000. 

Clearly any U.N. action on Asian issues which 
does not have the support of the majority of 


. Asian peoples will fall a good deal short of com- 


manding worldwide respect. And the Colombo 
powers have made their position fairly clear. 


At their recent Colombo conference, the for- - 


eign ministers of these five nations refused to 
go all the way with India’s Prime Minister 
Nehru, but they did call for an immediate cease- 
fire in Indochina, followed by direct negotia- 
tions for a political settlement. They advocated 
complete independence for Indochina, and a 
Soviet-Western guarantee of the settlement. 
Looking toward a larger Asian settlement, they 
called for admission of Communist China to the 
United Nations. 
* € * 

If the Indochina question goes before the 
U.N., American policy will have to be reconciled 
with such policies as these of the Colombo pow- 
ers. Only a few Americans have faced up to the 
implications. One who has done so is John 
Cowles, president of the Minneapolis Star and 
Tribune, who in a recent address argued that 
the United States must work with Nehru and in 
close co-operation with the U.N. Mr. Cowles had 
the frankness to say, also, that this country 
should be willing to admit Communist China to 
the U.N. in exchange for a general Asian settle- 
ment satisfactory to our interests and principles. 

Not many Americans are now ready to go as 
far as Mr. Cowles. But the issues he raises will 
have to be faced if the Indochina question 
comes before the U. ae

If the Communists wonder why their word 
is so little trusted in the free world here is one 
reason that they should understand with a mini- 
mum of explanation. 


Needed: A Real Look at Echo Park 


A bare majority of the House Interior Com- 
mittee has approved the billion-dollar Upper 
Colorado reclamation project with a scant show 
of respect for its responsibilities. This project 
includes the controversial Echo Park dam, which 
would be built in the Dinosaur National Monu- 
ment. 

The strongest argument Secretary McKay's 
Interior Department had made for Echo. Park 
dam was that at any alternative site for a high 
dam the losses of water by evaporation would 
be too great. The upper states could not then 
receive the amount of water reserved to them 
in the Colorado river interstate compact, the 
department argued. This consideration might 
have outweighed the historic rule against build- 
ing dams in national parks and monuments. 

A few days ago, however, Under Secretary of 


Interior Tudor admitted that an over-estimate 


of 200 per cent had been made in the amount 
of evaporation calculated for an alternate site 
outside the monument. This admission seemed 
to cut the ground out from under the depart- 
ment’s most persuasive argument for Echo Park 
dam. It also increased the desirability for an 
independent check and recheck of all the de- 
partment’s data on Echo Park and its alterna- 
tives. If one pertinent fact was so wrong, other 
pertinent facts might bear re-examination also. 

The House Interior Committee was dénied the 
opportunity even to hear this admission from 
Mr. Tudor. Representative John P. Saylor, Penn- 
sylvania Republican, attempted to read the let- 
ter from the Under Secretary correcting the 


previous statement on evaporation losses, but — 


was prevented. The excuse given was a time 
limit. Mr. Saylor’s motion to send the bill back 
to subcommittee was defeated by the close vote 
of 13 to 12. Virtually without debate, the bill 
was approved by the same narrow margin. 

A proposal by Bernard De Voto in Harper’s 
magazine, that an impartial fact-finding com...is- 
sion be set up to sort out the conflicting state- 
ments of fact about Echo Park and its alterna- 
tives, was commended to Congress by this news- 
paper two months ago. As we said then, what- 


ever is done, the West and the nation will have 
to live with it for a long time. Echo Park comes 
to the House proposed by a department which 
did not take time to be right in the first place, 
and approved by a committee which did not take 
time to listen to the department's admission of 
error. That is no way to plan the use of a great 
national resource for the entire foreseeable fu- 
ture. A tachdindinn area i is now more plainly 
needed than before. 


Acceptance in St. (pe as ‘hioviri 


Gov. Donnelly speaks the overwhelming senti- 
ment in Missouri when he says that this state 
will conform to the Supreme Court’s decision 
outlawing segregation in public education. 
Misso@ri is one of the 17 states which have re- 
quired segregation, either by constitutional pro- 
vision or legislative enactment. This prompt dec- 
Iaration by this State’s chief executive makes it 
clear how Missouri has received the long over- 
due ruling. 

Ready acceptance in St. Louis is indicated by 
the reception ofthe decision here. Much to its 
credit, the Board of Education has anticipated 
the result and hag in hand plans for developing 
a single school system. It can be hoped that 
this program is already far enough along on 
paper that it can be completely worked out 
and. put into effect next September. Three 
months is a substantial period. Accommodation 
of the ruling through the summer vacation 
season would be a splendid achievement for’ the 
second largest city in the country (after Balti- 
more) with a segregated school system. 


Only six years ago the St. Louis public school 
system adjusted itself to another Supreme Court 
decision and it did within a short time. That was 
when the released time religious instruction pro- 
gram, as practiced in the public schools of 
Champaign, was declared unconstitutional in the 
Vashti McCollum case. 

There is no need whatever for St. Louis or 
any other community to wait on the further 
arguments that the Supreme Court has ordered 
for October. That procedure is merely to allow 


‘more time for those areas which believe them- 


selves to have a special problem of adjustment. 
Every affected community should apply the 
Supreme Court decision as soon as possible. St. 
Louis, to repeat, should be one of the very first. 

Gov. Donnelly is entitled to take satisfaction 
in remembering that, in his first administration, 
he vetoed the bill to appropriate $400,000 to 
build a new law school for Negroes in St. Louis. 
The Governor’s reason was that it would not 
be adjacent to Lincoln University in Jefferson 
City, but whatever his explanation his veto had 
the effect of not adding to a segregated educa- 
tional system. 


There should be satisfaction, too, for former 
Representative Howard Elliott of St. Louis 
county, who headed the special legislative com- 
mission that called for elimination of segrega- 
tion in Missouri schools. No public official in 
Missouri can be said to have anticipated the Su- 
preme Court more fully than did Howard Elliott. 
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A Man Who Needs an Introduction 

Senator Gore of Tennessee proposes, with a 
second from Senator Hill of Alabama, that Pres- 
ident Eisenhower meet Gordon R. Clapp, whose 
term as chairman of TVA hag expired, before 
making an appointment to the chairmanship. 
The same proposal was being made almost si- 
multaneously in the Post-Dispatch. 

Senator Gore disavowed any “wish to be criti- 
cal,” but said: “It might prove beneficial to the 
President, to the American people who own the 
TVA, and to the people who are served by TVA, 
if the President would confer with . . . the one 
man who knows more about TVA than any 


. other.” Senator Hill added that several weeks 


ago he urged the President to “have a talk 
with Mr. Clapp.” 


This is so sensible a suggestion that we should 
think it bound to re¢cmmend itself to President 
Eisenhower, A meeting between these two men 
could hardly fail to be of value. 
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Every Little Bit Will Help 

The St. Louis County Council has adopted the 
Singer bill to discourage the haphazard incor- 
poration of new municipalities, and this is all to 
the good. Few of the county's 94 incorporated 
places can possibly provide their residents with 
the services a municipality is designed to offer. 

The big reason is that so many of these small 
areas do not have a large enough tax base, In 
studies made public two years ago, the County 
Planning Commission showed clearly that a city 
must have a tax valuation of at least $5,000,000 
to provide even minimum service. A city with— 
less than $2,000,000 in assessed valuation could 
not possibly provide municipal service; those in 
the $2,000,000 to $5,000,000 bracket would be 
extremely hard pressed to do so. 

The way out is for the smaller communities 
to consolidate. And now that the Council has 
put itself in position to slow down, if not halt, 
the helter-skelter creation of new towns, it 
ought to put its mind to ways and m@ans of en- 
couraging consolidation. 

How much the Council can do on its own in 
this regard is a question, but every little bit 
will help. Certainly a few larger communities 
west of Skinker could give their citizens a lot 
more for the money than they are getting now.

WASHINGTON. 


HE MAIN CAUSE of the confusion in allied policy is that 
the actual situation in Indochina is, as military writers say, 
so fluid. The French policy, which the United States has 
been supporting, which Britain had an important part in forming,

Heart failure through lack of 
sufficient oxygen is the prin- 
cipal cause of death from body 
cooling, the lecturer said. 


As body temperature declines 
it becomes increasingiy diffi- 
cult. for oxygen to go from the 
red corpuscles to the body tis- 
sues, including the heart muscle. 
Thus, even though less oxyge 
is required at low temperatures, 
the heart may receive insuffi- 
cient oxygen. 


An inadequate oxygen supply 
can cause total irregularity of 
the heart beat, Dr. Blades said. 
Unless this condition is prompt- 
ly treated by electric shock ap- 
plied directly to the heart, 
death may result. 


Methods now commonly used 
to reduce body temperatures— 
skin’ cooling 
refrigeration 
both detection and prompt treat- 
ment of heart irregularities. 

New Method. 


In the new method, the chest 
cavity is irrigated with a cold 
saline solution. Electro-cardio- 
graph“readings are taken con- 
tinuously for early detection of 
any heart irregularities. Because 


| the. heart already is exposed, 


electric shock treatment can be 
administered quickly if needed. 

The technique. has two other 
advantages. If an abnormal 


heart condition is detected soon. 


enough, normality can be re- 
stored by stopping the flow of 
the saline solution. Cooling and 
warming are about twice as fast 
as with the skin cooling-method.

TWO BANKS SUED 
N FAKE BOD CASE 


Albert Fein Seeks $620,000 


Damages From 
Depositories. 


Suits seeking $620,000 dam- 
ages from two banks which lent 
more than $400,000 on counter- 
feit debenture collateral, were 
filed in Circuit Court yesterday 
by Albert Fein, hotel operator 
and professional bondsman, who 
is under indictment charged 


with defrauding two other banks 
by obtaining loans through coun- 
terfeit collateral. 

One suit, for $120,000, is 
against the Mutual Bank & Trust 
Co., which Fein alleges vouched 
for the validity and value of the 
collateral, presented by him last 
December for a loan of 
000. 

The petition stated that Feia 
borrowed the money to make a 
loan to a man he knew as “Joe 
Hunt,” who gave what were 
represented as 504 Kerr McGee 
Oil Industries bonds as col- 
lateral. Fein obtained the mon- 
ey from the bank on its assur- 
ance that the bonds were good, 
he contends, and posted the 
collateral with the bank. 

The second suit, against Mu- 
tual Bank & Trust Co. and the 
Delmar Bank of University City, 
asks for $250,000 actual and a 
like amount in punitive damages 
for allegedly conspiring ‘in giv- 
ing false reasons for calling” 
$306,000 in loans against Fein 
early this year. 

Fein’s suit said he borrowed 
$221,000 from the Mutual Bank 
last January on 263 Kerr McGee 
bonds, and $85,000 from the Del- 
mar Bank, with 100 bonds as 
collateral. Both banks “called” 
* the loans on the same day, the 


‘ suit related, and Fein charges’ 


bank officers knew at that time 
the bonds were forgeries, a fact 
he said he _ established later 
through investigation. 

The petition asserted the 
banks allowed Fein to “borrow 
$200,000 elsewhere” on counter- 
feit collateral.

SENATE PASSES BILL 
ON FIREWORKS CURB 


Me asure Aimed at Reduc- 
ing Casualities Sent to 
Conferees. 


WASHINGTON, May 19 (AP) 
—A bill to restrict shipments of 
fireworks with the alm of reduc- 
ing casualties passed the Senate 


yesterday, 73 to 3. 

It would forbid shipments into 
states which bar fireworks and 
in instances in which manufac- 
turers know the fireworks would 
be used illegally. 

The bill was sent to a Senate- 
House conference committee to 
work out minor differences. The 
House passed the bill last July 
in a somewhat different form. 

Voting against Senate passage 
were Senators Olin D. Johnston 
(Dem.), South Carolina. Welker 
(Rep.), Idaho, and McCarthy | 
(Rep.), Wisconsin. 

By voice vote, the Senate 
wrote into the measure an 
amendment to put the restric- 
tions into effect July 1—a date 
by which most fireworks for 
next July 4 probably will have 
been shipped. 

Supporters of the bill said 36 
states have laws prohibiting or 
regulating use of firewors, 10 
have local option laws, and two 
—Tennessee and Nevada—have 
no laws on the subject.

ROM quite an early stage 
“Maj. Martin” had become 

a real person to us and it 
was obviously desirable that as 
much of that feeling as possible 
should be shared by whoever 
investigated the body. Besides, I 
was quite sure that in a matter 
of this importance every little 
detail would be studied by the 
Germans in an effort to find a 
flaw in Maj.
